Organization conference unani- 
mously adopted a resolution last 
Thursday pledging farmer-labor 
cooperation. 

“Studied efforts to create an- 
tagonism between these groups 
spring from sources long accus 
tomed to the exptoitation of 
both,” stated the resolution, 
which called for support of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s program to sta- 
bilize farm income above the 
cost of production. 

In another important resolu- 
tion. the delegates endorsed a 
resolution condemning vigilante 
organizations and a “deliberately 
conceived and spread program of 
civil rights violation.” The reso- 
jution urged the La Follette Civ- 
il Liberties Committee to inves- 
tigate the part vigilante groups 
play in strikebreaking. 

Van A. Bittner, CIO regional 
director, charged that the Re- 
public Steel Corp. agreed to pay 
$100,000 to the mayor of Chi- 
cago for the Memorial Day mas- 
sacre of 10 steel workers at 
Republic’s South Chicago plant. 
He said the first payment was 
for $25,000 and that “Republic 
refused to come through with 
the rest. The police closed the 
plant for two days until the 
company paid over the rest and 
then the plant was reopened by 
police.” 

Another resolution adopted de- 
clared that the CIO will respon- 
sibly carry out its union con- 
tracts with employers.

Mr. Green Has a Choice--- 
To Put Up or Shut Up 


bE Naveds Committee for Industrial Organization 
conference meeting in Atlantic City has 
shown once more that it is the CIO which is 
the main stream of the American labor move- 
ment, bringing into life the ideals, needs and 
aims of the working class. It has brought 
forward a practical proposal to heal the 
breach created in the ranks of labor by the 
czaristic American Federation of Labor ex- 
ecutive council—that 100 AFL _ representa- 
tives and 100 CIO representatives meet in a 
national conference ‘‘to consider methods and 
means whereby a unified labor movement 
could be brought about in America.” 

John L. Lewis, CIO chairman, stated the 
situation in plain words: 

“This offer gives the American Federation 
of Labor one more chance to participate in 
the forging of a modern labor movement re- 
sponsive to the will and desires of American 
workers. . . The offer will bring unity to the 
labor movement, or forever strip the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor of its cloak of 
hypocrisy." 

In the past two years William Green and 


his cohorts have made numerous “‘peace of-* 


fers,’ each one of which has been in effect a 
demand for unconditional surrender, to ac- 
cept which would have meant rank betrayal 
of the millions of American workers in the 
AFL, CIO and unorganized fields. The ClO 
justifiably ignored these “‘offers.”’ 

The AFL executive council stands con- 
demned for splitting labor's ranks. It now 
bears on its shoulders the responsibility for 
continuing that split, if such be its action. 
Perhaps by the time this appears-in print, it 
will have acted. Early comments by mem- 
bers of the executive council in Denver, 
where the AFL convention is in session, indi- 
cate that action will be to reject the CIO's 
fair and above-board proposal. In fact, Green 
indicated that the offer for unity will not even 
be submitted to the convention, but will be 
handled by the “15 old men” of the execu- 
tive council. 

All honest workers want unity. The ClO 
wants it, the AFL membership wants it. The 
only possible stumbling block is the AFL ex- 
ecutive council, which should immediately 
hear in wires and resolutions the voice of the 
rank and file demanding unity. 

It is up to Green, Woll, Frey, Hutcheson 
& Co. ‘They can fish or they can cut bait, © 
as John L. Lewis so aptly phrased the situa- 


tion. 


The Question of Unity Is 
U ppermost at Fresno 
™TO LESSON should be more clear fo Cal- 


| N ifornia progressive forces than this: that 
the legislature is dominated and the gov- 
ernor’s chair is occupied by representatives of 
the most reactionary forces of the state; that 
this condition exists not because reactionary 
voters are in a majority but because progres- 
sive voters are not united. 

The conference called by the “Committee 
of 100" in Fresno Saturday and Sunday, Oc- 
tober 16 and 17, represents one of the most 
promising and realistic efforts to date to cor- 
rect .this situation. Yet despite this effort 
for unity, there remains a group of those 
identified with’ progressive movements who 
are seeking to develop a “‘third party” at a 
time when the vast majority of progressive 
voters are unready and unwilling to leave the 
Democratic Party. 

The Fresno conference is not, a confer- 
ence to decide on candidates. The meeting 
in Fresno is called only for the purpose of 
adopting a program and tactics which offer 
the best opportunity for a crusading campaign 
to sweep reactionaries out of ofhce and to re- 
place them by candidates whose sympathy 
with the labor movement and whose defense 
of the economic demands and civil liberties 
of the people havegbeen thoroughly tested. 

Within such a progressive coalition there 
‘s room for anyone who sincerely wishes to 
break the reactionary hold on the state's po 
litical machinery. But any one who wants 
this will make a tragic mistake if he breaks 
with the main body of progressives and ap- 
peals for support to a ‘third’ party which at 
this time could have no other effect than 
splitting. 

Sinclair and Haight, each making a prog- 
ressive appeal, split a majority in 1934 and 
Merriam was elected with a minority. In 
1937 it is even more definitely established 
that the progressive forces are not ready to 
leave the Democratic Party where they are 
in a majority. Instead, that majority must 
be organized and aided to take control of the 
party mechanism.

THE GREAT trade route 

leisurely wound its long and 
tortuous way from tne pine 
covered North, to the. captivat- 
ing, lush, warm South. On. its 
way the route crossed the Mos- 
cow River, deep and rich in its 
great flow of water. Right near 
the crossings two other rivers, 
Neglinka and Yauza, poured 
their rich trade waters into the 
Moscow River. Here were land- 
ngs; crude ships and log rafts 
would anchor here. The visit- 
ing tradesmen would stop here 
for their well-earned rest. 

And here, on a rising hill, 
in the midst of a great pine 
forest, ancient Russia (Rus) 
built a fortress — a wooden 
Kremlin, stockaded and _ sur- 
rounded by deep moats. The 
guards, dressed in fur skins, 
and bearing wooden shields 
would march on top of the 
earthworks, amid grey and 
burned stumps; while the 
princes watched the trading 
throngs beyond the fortress. 
Trading was indeed flourishing 
there. The surrounding villages, 
nearby towns, the great trade 
route, poured most of its popu- 
lace into the trading center be- 
yond the fortress. They came to 
rade, to gossip and to hear the 
news. It was here that they held 
their great gatherings and coun- 
cils; here tnat the people used 
to elect their rulers. 


Market Place and Forum 


The last Council gathering 
took place at the time when 
Prince ‘“Vasilii the Dark” was 
captured by the Tartars, while 
the Court and the noblemen 
ran away from the Kremlin. 
The Council hastily extinguished 
the fire. It was one of the usual 
fires. They happened almost re- 
gularly—and every time the fire 
would practically change the 
streets and the entire appearance 
of Moscow. After putting out 
the tire, the population “pun- 
ished” a few looters, repaired 
the walls of the fortifications 
and got down to the business 
of detending the City. 

On the nill, right where the 
Spassky Gate stands now, they 
used to trade their slaves. Here 
they sold sauer kraut out of the 
stinky barrels. The ‘shearers’ 
(barbers) clinked their tools, in- 
viting all comers to get their 
hair. cut. In. the moats. the 
screams of lost and abandoned 
children were often heard. And 
the poor—ancient wooden Rus- 
sla was notorious ior its poor— 
the poor sang their songs about 
pilgrims, wanderers and _ rob- 
bers. 


Saved by Fire 

And those very robbers—the 
men of whom they sang songs 
of glory—weakened from hunger 
ana fighting, were often brought 
here, wooden yokes around their 
necks. They used to beg their 
food here, 

The Tartars invaded Rus (Rus- 
sia) frequently. Whenever their 
rapidly .moving hordes would 
appear in the forests, the Great 
lrading Square with its shacks 
and tents would be carefully 
set on fire. This was done in 


>

order to prevent the Tartars 
from setting Moscow’s wooden 
wall ard fortifications on fire, 
as the Tartars would surely have 
done had they burned up the 
Great Trading Center. It was 
done to save Moscow’s Kremlin 
which was the shield, first of 
the feudal princes, later of the 
€zars ,the rulers over the slaves, 
the “rabble,” the ‘‘black” people 
of the hamlets, villages and 
towns. The merchants, too, would 
take their goods and slaves and 
hide back of these fortifications. 

As soon as the Tartars would 
leave, the Great Trading Center 
would be rebuilt. The bazaar 
would again hum, sing and cry. 
Tne hammers would sound in 
the smithies, the horses neigh, 
the wagon wheels squeak. At 
the Lobnaya Place they would 
resume the burning alive of the 
“witcheraft men,’ bury women 
alive for killing their husbands, 
impale, break on wheels, torture 
and hang. And the gallows would 
sway with the wind. And ithe 
flocks of crows and_ buzzards 
would caw and groan over the 
place! 

And the wooden Kremlin, con- 
stantly in flames, now became a 
menace and useless for war pur 
poses. Master’ builders were 
brought over from foreign lands. 
In 1485 the Kremlin fortress was 
rebuilt “‘to withstand the fire of 
battle,” to withstand the artil- 
lery of that time. Italian masters 
built stone walls with sharp 


points (“like tails of a _ spar- 
row’’), towers just “like those 
of the Milan fortifications.” 


Thanks to this reconstruction, 
Moscow was victorious in a few 
battles with the Tartars. 


Tents and Adobe Houses 

But the Great Trading Center, 
or more correctly, “The Fire 
Trap,” was still of wood. Brick 
buildings were such a= rarity 
in. Moscow of the XIV century, 
that the building of a. brick 
home by the “guest” merchant 
Tarakhan, was recorded in the 
history of that period together 
with such important events as 
decisive battles against Tartars 
and the Crimean Khan Tokh- 
tamish. 

The houses all over the coun- 
try were “smoky,” which meant 
that the smoke came through 
the doors. Linen took the place 
of glass; sOmetimes it was on 
bladders. Nevertheless, the Eng- 
lish travellers of 1553 already 
compare Moscow with London 
of that period. They speak of 
the area of Moscow, over 50 
square miles, and of the yards 
or households numbering almost 


‘the dogs, on the 


40,000. 

John the Terrible, who used 
the axes of his personal suite 
to behead noblemen “for trea- 
son,” was the real autocratic 
Czar of the noblemen, land- 
lords and the “Boyar’s children.” 
He would appeal to the “people” 
from the Lobnaya, the place of 
wholesale executions. In honor 
of his victory over the Tartars, 
at Kazan, John the _ Terrible 
ordered the construction of a 
cathedral, later named the Ca- 
thedral of St. Basil. Yes, that 
very one with the ‘‘onions,” 
now so well known the world 
over. Each of the “onions” re- 
presented the vanquished Mo- 
hammedan quarter moon beneath 
the victorious Christian cross. 


Hunger and Blood 


The peopie were overburdened 
with. taxes and exhausted with 
hunger. In Go?-inov’s times the 
“plague” carried off over half 
a million victims. The army de- 
serted Godunov and went over 
to Dmitri, the Impostor. Here 
on the Red Square, he would 
organize “military games.’ Here 
at this very Spassky Tower, 
during Mary Mnishek’s trium- 
phant entry, the musicians play- 
ed the popular Polish tune: ‘For- 
ever, In Fortune and In Msfor- 
tune.” 

However, Dmitri the Impostor 
could not feed the people. He 
was overthrown and either kil- 
led or hurled himself out of 
a window. The Poles were driv- 
en out of Moscow. From the 
Lobnaya Place, the place of 
executions, the nobility pro- 
claimed a new Czar, a Romanov. 
But “even Romanov does not 
alleviate ‘Ivan’s’ sufferings,’ the 
people complaine (IVAN, JOHN, 
refers to common people. V&V.) 
And in June 1648, the Moscow 
populace again revolted, wreck- 
ed the palaces of the nobility, 
burned up the Trading Center. 
The Czar, Alexis Romanov, hast- 
ened out to the Lobnaya Place, 
and, in a voice squeaky with 
fright, begged the people for- 
giveness and solemnly promised 
to chastise the nobility and pro- 
mulgate more lenient laws. It 
was the first public lie of the 
Romanovs. The new laws never 
did come. 

In 1662 the Red Square was 
rocking with a new revolt, “The 
Copper Uprising,” caused by 
rising prices, cheapened money 
and hunger eternal hunger. This 
time the Czars hirelings killed 
7000 people. “The Copper Up- 
rising’ of Moscow was drowned 
in red blood—on the Red Square, 

In the South, Stenka Razin 
led an uprising of the ragged, 
the poor, the deserters. There 
were many battles with the. 
Czar’s soldiers. But the péople, 
poorly armed, were finally 
crushed. Razin, captured, was 
brought to Moscow. He was 
“examined” in a house on the 
Red Square. On the 24th day of 
September, 1671, Razin was 
cruelly quartered on the same 
Red Square. The heroic leader 
of the great peasant revolt died 
like a hero, on the Red Square. 
His remains were thrown to 
same Red 
Square.

FILM UNIONS 
FIGHT IATSE 
JURISDICTION 


Hollywood Guilds Plan 
Joint Action Against 
Producers |

HOLLY WOOD—Opposition to 
the Intl. Alliance of Theatfical 
& Stage Employees drive to 
assume _ jurisdiction over all 
studio workers is_ increasing 
here. 

Interior decorators, set de- 
signers, scenic artists, costume 
designers, Actors Equity and 
American Federation of Radio 
Artists, all voiced their intention 
to resist IATSE domination and 
maintain autonomy. 

Mutual Assistance 

At a meeting of an inter-talent 
council, representing the Actors, 
writers and directors Guilds, 
plans were laid for ‘mutuality 
of purpose,” implying mutual 
assistance on the two big issues 
facing the Guilds—resistance to 
the IATSE and producer-recog- 
nition for the Screen Writers 
and Screen Directors Guilds. 

The council also passed a 
resolution refusing to take in 
representatives of company 
unions and significantly start- 
ed by barring delegates from 
the Screen Playwrights, Inc. 

The council’s “position was 
strengthened when the Screen 
Publicists and the Society of 
Motion Picture Film Editors 
elected delegates. The immediate 
effect of this was the producers’ 
willingness to resume negotia- 
tions for recognition of the cut- 
ters which were stopped when 
the IATSE made its claims, in- 
dicating the producers’ fear of 
unity.
